THE CALIFORNIA DERBY. 

The California Derby, to be run April 3, is of 
a total value of $5,000 and promises an extra 
good field. At least ten are likely to start, in- 
cluding Estaca, Hohenzollern, The Roman, 
Candelaria, Casper, Indio, Lincoln II, Arrezzo, 
Good Times, Aquinas, Howard S, Fleur de Lis, 
Lumina and Greyhurst. In this, colts are 
weighted at 122 pounds, geldings 119, fillies 117, 
maidens allowed 10 pounds additional. Good 
Times, Howard S and Aquinas are the three 
likely to fight out the finish. 

WHY AL FARROW IS A SIRE. 

James Whitten, of Illinois, has purchased the 
6tallion Al Farrow, bay horse, foaled 1885, by 
Conner (son of Norfolk) dam Della Walker. 
Some of Al Farrow’s get have shown prominent- 
ly and he was purchased by Mr. Whitten on the 
showing of his representatives. Della Walker, 
the dam of Al Farrow, has never been registered 
and her pedigree is therefore not in the Stud 
Book. (Turf, Field and Farm.) 

This piece of “news' 1 is extremely late. Mr. 
Whitten has owned Al Farrow for three years 
He was bred to the Whitten mares in 1893 and 
among the 1894 results were Al and Don’t Skip 
Me, each scarcely beneath the stake grade. Al 
Farrow was bought on the strength of a race in 
which he defeated the great Whitten mare 
Rival and has justified his performance.

In comment on 
the opinions, the usually intelligent Breeder 
and Sportsman says: “It is a safe bet that 
more than three fourths of the race-goers favor 
the recall.”

Tom 
Griffin’s consignment of eight from California 
landed Tuesday. There are 93 in the $3,000 Ideal 
Park Handicap. 

Ingleside will have a new starter when its 
next racing term begins March 22. Dick Havey 
has resigned and will train the Palo Alto trot- 
ters this season. 

Jockey R. Isom’s contract with Mr. A. B. 
Spreckels ended a few days ago and has not and 
will not be renewed.
